family, announced today he had 
w ritten Governor Albert C. R itchie 
asking for police or national guard 
protection in investigating the slay­ 
ing.

Levinson said he desired him self,

In no event, the code 
j .stipulates, shall a vehicle be parked

Last evening they gathered, in the 
quietest manner, and hovered among huge ricks and boulders, along the 
shore, until finally absorbed by the night itself. 
I like to watch the patterns of light that play about women’s clothes. 
I like to follow' the soft textures of rare fabrics as they seem to compose 
their silent poems or rhythmic prose. 
There is a little grove of white birches where I have been vacationing 
of late. For hours I have sat and watched the matchless patterns cast by 
this formation of natural loveliness. Like a great tapestry it has seemed 
to me at times. Always perfect, because natural and unstudied. 
We seek to imitate nature in these patterns of light, but only are we 
able feebly to do so. A perfect Master is the artist. What a privilege to 
study under Him!

FLAG AND REPEL 
10O D EPU TIES 


Iowa 
Officers 
Lay 
Down 
Weapons; 
Several 
Are 
Hit By Stones. 


Bioux City, Iowa, Sept. 8 (AP)— 
Rallying around an American flag, 
a crowd of striking farmers Wednes­ 
day repulsed one hundred sheriff’s 
deputies who tried to provide safe 
passage through picket lines near 
here 
for a 
caravan of 
livestock 
tru c k ;!. 
As the officers, in 
four 
large 
trucks, bore down upon the an­ 
gered farmers, the strikers raised 
the flag and, with shouts of “This 
is our country,” closed in on the 
machines, hurled sticks and stones 
at the deputies and tinned 
the 
trucks around. 
Truce On All E xcept O ne Road 
Tile farmers, who as members of 
the National Farmers’ Holiday as­ 
sociation, 
seek 
increased 
prices 
by attempting to keep produce from 
markets, congregated at James, a 
crossroads village nine miles from 
here, early Wednesday following re­ 
ports of the truck movement. They 
numbered about 500. 
A few hours after the encounter 
W. C Daniels, of Sergeant Bluff, 
chairman of the Woodbury county 
Farm Holiday association, declared 
a truce in the 
strike except on 
Highway 75, on which Wednesday’s 
clash occurred. 
On this road Plymonth county 
pickets refused to abandon their 
frosts despite appeals from their 
leaders. With roads from Nebraska 
and South Dakota open to truffle, 
trucks carrying cattle and hogs en­ 
tered the markets without incident. 
There was some peaceful picketing 
Wednesday night, however, on two 
highways from the south 
Deputies* Lay Down Arm s 
Although Sheriff R. Et Rippey’s 
deputies carried 
rifles, 
shotguns, 
baseball bats and clubs, they did 


not shoot, but put down their 
weapons when 
the farmers sur­ 
rounded their trucks. Several of­ 
ficers were hit by stones, but were 
not seriously hurt. 
It was learned that the strikers 
became embittered over an episode 
Tuesday, when Sheriff Rippey, of 
Plymouth county, and a few dep­ 
uties escorted several trucks through 
the lines. One shot was fired then. 
Ripped said one of his men shot 
into the air. 
After Wednesday’s clash Rippey 
returned to the twenty-two truck 
drivers, who awaited him at a point 
a mile beyond James, and advised 
them to return to their homes in 
various parts 
of northern 
Iowa. 
This they did.
